A STEEL YACHT LAUNCHED, 


The launch of a fine stecl steam Iannch, 
at Kowloon Inst evening, from the shipyard 
of Messrs Kwong Tak Cheony, is further 
ovidenco of the class of work which can be 
done in the Colony, for ‘this trim little 
vessel is the first of her class built here and 
is ulso the first yacht to be built by Chi- 
nese in Hongkong to the rules of Lloyd's. 
As tho yacht ny on the ways decomted with 
Chinese Innterns, her lines were much 
admired by those who had been invited 
to witness the Inunching ceremony and the 
good impression then gained was further 
heightened as tho veasel slid from the ways 
and floated gracefully‘ on the water. 8ho 
has a very rakish appenrance. Tt was 
after dinner whon the launch took place, 


as the tide was then favournblo, and 


there were quite n number present to 
witness the ceremony. Miss Lambert, 
daughter of Mr J. Lambert, Wloyd’s 
Surveyor in Hongkons, performed. the 
christening ceremony and uamed the yacht 
the Thotang. 

Aftor the launch the usual fonsts fol- 
lowed. “Success to the Thalang" coupled 


with the name of Miss Lambert, was_pro-_ 


posed by Mr H. L, Fletchor (representing 
Messra Carmichnel and Clarke, for the 
owners) and was responded to by Mr Lam- 
bert. Mr Fletcher testified to the excel- 
lence of the work done, and Mr Lambert 
pointed out that another vessel was on 
order the plans of which had been approved 
of at home. The toasts of ‘The Builders” 
and“ The Visitors” were also honoured. 

The Thalang is schooncr rigged, two 
masts and one funnel with n length 
of 141 feot, breadth moulded 22 feet, 
and depth moulded 11} feet. Tho 
builders have also made and fitted the 
engines, which consist of one set of triple 
expansion, having cylinders 12}, 20"hnd 
31 inches by 20 inches stroke. One large 
single ended boiler, working at .ordinary 
Graught supplies a pressure of stenm, 
180ibs. to the square inch, With these 
engines she is expected is attain a 
mean speed of 12 knots. 
also fitted with electric light, a powerful 
warping windlass for working the cables, 
Weir's evaporator, dynamo and distilling 
apparatus. 

There is a mnin. saloon, ‘with stato 
rooms, in the forward part, while the | 
engineer ‘end captain are berthed in tho | 
after saloon, and the crew close by. In ay, 
there are ten stute rooms—six foreward 
and four aft—all being built of teakwood ; 
in fact, almost all the woodwork in the 
ship is of teak. “Altogether the Thalang 
is a satisfactory little craft and her trial 
trip will bo awaited with interest by those 
interested in shipbuilding in Hongkong, 
She will only run 4 preliminary trial 
here, as her officia] trial is to take place in

What has brought this attitude of theso 
Societies prominently to the front at pre- 
sont in the South of China is, our readers 
know, the purpose 6f the Chineso Govorn- 
ment to raise a loan in order to build tho 
Chekiang railway. But in addition to this, 
it if reported in the native papers that one 
of the English gunboats has been up in the 
neighbourhood of Ping Hoi, in the Wai- 
chan profecture, apparently somowhore at 
the Northern side of Mits Bay, and has 
hoisted the British flag at some point 
which is Chineso torritory, 
profess to know what truth there may be 
in this assertion, but it has been made in 
the native papers of Canton more than 
once, It is certain that the Chineso bo- 
lieve that something has been done, and 
notice thereof, according to the: papers, 
has been sont to Poking. . 

“Then, “further, the Chinese. have got 
hold of tho notion that it is the intention 
of the British authorities to take ‘into 
their own--hands the policing of the Wost 
River. This apparently is causing the 
leaders among tho, people very great 
anxiety and rousing a good deal of anger. 
What evidence there is that such a 
step is to be taken by the British we 
need no stay to inquire; we are in- 
terested here simply in reporting that tho 
Chiineso firmly believe that. such a step 
is’ about to bo taken, and thoy. are pro- 
foundly angry at the prospect of such 
aninsult, Tho native press, therefore, 
whilst reporting what way done at a 
meeting of patriota held on Honam in 
Canton yesterday, further urges that an 
Association along the samo linos as those 
formed in other Provinces should be 
founded in Kwangtung, whose object 
should bo to thivart. the aggressiveness of 
the foreigner at all points. 


We have only touched on tho 
fringe of what is a complicated subject. In 
one of the Canton dailies thero. have been 
four consecutive leadors devoted to the in- 
iquity of Yuan Shih-kai in allowing the 
British to have any, part or ‘lot in the 
Chekiang railway. Every passion of the 
people is appealed to rouse them. to resist 
this arrangement to the last ditch. Of 
course there is much to be suid for the Chi- 
-nese-attitude-inthis-partioular-matter Tb 
people it is affirmed sire quite prepared to 
find the necessary funds. On the other hand 
they are not prepared to hand those funds 
over to the hands of the officials.” The 
latter, however, want to haye a lien upon 
the line, and they see ndgbther way of 
getting this slico of the advantages into 
their own hands than by borrowing tho 
money from outside sources. This seems 
to bé the situation in a nutglell. The call 
to arms in the two other matters mentioned 
nearer homo should be known, and the 
movement should be watched. If tho re- 
port anent the hoisting-of the British flag 
upon Chineve territory is false, steps should 
he at_onco-taken to bring. to the notice of 


the officials what is being reported, .and {- 


information should be imparted to the 
people contradicting these reports. 

The_formation of an Associntion, like 
that of the Amorican boycott, would be su 
unfortunate movement’ throughout-ythe 
Province, and every reasonable step should 
be taken to prevent, tho formation of such 
a Society with such aims in view. We call 
attention to- what is going on. that all may 
know, aud so bo propared.. F
